NEW YORK (AP) — lf the 
present economic 
sluggishness 
continues much longer, it will 
be no surprise if the discount 
rate, the most basic interest 
ra te of all, is lowered. 
Present fiscal and m onetary 
policy indicate the sluggishness 
is pronounced. And present ad­ 
m inistration 
and Federal 
Re­ 
serve policy indicates that easi­ 
e r money is the remedy. 
There have been no announce­ 
m ents th at such action is im m i­ 
nent. It follows, however, that if 
the Federal Reserve Hank and 
Hie adm inistration both feel the 
need for easier credit that this 
m ight be an eventual step. 
The discount rate, set by Fed­ 
eral Reserve officials, is the 
interest cost that banks m ust 
pay for funds borrowed from 
the Fed. 
In turn, til is rate governs tile 
borrow mg bank s i n t e r e s t 
charges on loans to custom ers. 
As a Federal Reserve district 
bank 
publication 
commented 
recently: 
“ A great change has occurred 
in credit conditions in the past 
two or three months. Time and 
savings deposits in com m ercial 


banks and other financial inter­ 
m ediaries 
have 
risen 
sigifi- 
cantly; 
the nation’s m o n e y 
supply has stopped declining; 
most interest rates 
have de­ 
clined sharply; and credit has 
become 
more 
readily 
availa­ 
ble.” 
In other words, the extrem e 
conditions of last year no longer 
exist. 
Should economics strains con­ 
tinue to lessen, Fed officials 
would 
autem aticallly exam ine 
the pertinency of the discount 
rate to the new conditions. The 
Fed is. in the terminology of the 
banking 
fraternity, 
‘‘pursuing 
an easier money policy.” 
It is perhaps a hit early yet 
for such an exam ination, for 
m any respected bankers 
still 
a re n ’t 
convinced 
that 
rates 
should be lowered at all. The 
banking community has split in 
its opinions as it seldom has in 
recent decades. 
This difference is reflected in 
a split prim e rate, a condition 
that has existed now since Jan u ­ 
ary 26. And next to the discount 
rate, the prime rate is the rate 
m ost basic to other 
interest 
charges.
